But towards the homeless ones, the 
forlorn, the outcast, and even those 
whose follies or vices have brought 
them to this condition, the poets, in- 
terpreting its own heart to humanity, 
have been infinitely tender. Kirke 
White wrote a poem of nine stanzas 
on "The Proetitato":—
